AIN! A TO HOST 1 8 TO ANNUAL SUMMER SEMINAR 

More than 20 0 enthusiastic numismatists, many accompanied by 
their spouses and families, are expected to converge on Col or a do 
Springs the week of July 6-12 to participate in the American 
Numismatic Association's 18th Annual Summer Seminar. The seminar, 
which is held in conjunction with The Colorado College, provides a 
week of intensive training and camaraderie with other numismatists and 
is considered by many to be one of the ANA's most popular annual 
ev ent s. 

"You would just be amazed at the enthusiasm displayed by 
participants of the Summer Seminar," said Ken Bressett, director of 
education for the ANA. "It's a very stimulating environment where one 
can attend a week-long course and also get an opportunity to use ANA 
museum and I ibrary facil ities." 

The program has increased tenfold in attendance since its 


more 
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inception in 1 969 . Approximately 25$ of the students have attended 
previous seminars and return each year, many with their families, to 
further their numismatic knowledge and take advantage of the many 
exciting attractions in the beautiful Colorado Springs area. Seminar 
Coordinator Judy Padgett stressed that the seminar week can be a 
family affair. "The whole family can participate in classes or they 
can use the time to sight- see or just relax," she said. 

Seminar students may choose from a selection of eight different 
week-long courses which range in topics from ancient coins and 
detection of counterfeit material to more obscure subjects such as the 
study of numismatic literature. This year, in addition to five 
popular courses which have been taught before, three new courses wil I 
be added to the I i st of options. 

Commemorative Coins 

Former ANACS authenticator Mike Fuljenz wil I instruct a course on 
com mem orative coins which wil I cover such subjects as grading, 
artistry and design, rarity, collecting and investing, and counterfeit 
de tect i on . Accor ding to Ken Bressett, collecting com mem oratives has 
become more significant in recent years and in the past year alone, 
many com mem or a ti v es have more than doubled in value. 

Paper Money Collecting 

Paper Money Collecting will exp I or e an area which has become one 
of the newest and most exciting areas of growth in numismatics. Every 
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ty pe of U.S. paper money wil I be discussed, with emphasis on the 
aspects of collecting for fun and profit. Bressett indicated that 
this course has been the most frequently requested by seminar 
participants. AN A Vice-President Stephen R. Taylor wil I be the 
i nstr uct or . 

Numismatic Estate Planning 

This year, a summer seminar course geared especial ly to the 
spouse of the collector will be offered. Numismatic Estate Planning 
will cover such pertinent topics as wills and be quests, appraisals, 
price guides, disposing of a collection, tax consequences, records and 
inventory. Denver area coin dealer and ANACS consultant Robert Rhue 
will teach the course. 

In addition to the new offerings, five courses that have become 
popular standards wil I be repeated: 

Introduction to N urn I smatl cs--Th e Hobby 

To be taught by one of the hobby’s most knowledgeable 
authorities, Q. David Bowers, this course wil I offer an overview of 
all aspects of collecting, buying and selling coins. Topics of 
discussion will include the history of collecting, mint production, 
grading and pricing, market analysis and investments. 

Detection of Counterfeit and Altered Coins 

Staff members of the AN A Certification Service wil I explain

detection skills and techniques de signed to help collectors spot every 
kind of numismatic fakery. Using slides from the ANA reference 
collection, participants wil I be able to r ece ive first-hand 
experience. Class discussions wil I include how coins and counterfeits 
are made, how to use microscopes and other equipment, and alterations 
and artificial toning. 

Coinage of the Classical World 

ANA Museum Curat or Robert Hoge will conduct this fascinating 
study of coins that circulated in ancient times, with particular focus 
on the personalities and events of this exciting period. Topics to be 
discussed include the Greek world, Roman coins, minting techniques, 
coin identification and counterfeit detection. 

A Study of Numismatic Literature 

Avid bibl iophile George Kol be introduces various aspects of 
numismatic literature in this course. Areas of special focus include 
buildinga library, how books are made, preservation, collector's 
items, using a library, and research work. Scarce landmark 
publications, catalogs and periodicals, and how to use them 
efficiently will also be covered. 

U. S. Coin Grading 

Possibly the most popular course offered, U. S. Coin Grading is a 
complete survey of how every type of U.S. coin should be graded 
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according to ANA standards. Taught by the ANACS staff and Bil I FIvaz, 
the course wil I cover why accurate grading is necessary, how to fol low 
the ANA standards, what to look for on each coin, when to ask for 
help, equipment and resources, and how dealers grade. Special slide 
presentations and an examination of actual coinswill also be offered. 

The ANA used to offer both a beginner and an advanced U.S. Coin 
Grading category, but has combined the information into a single 
course. A m i n i - ap pr oa ch to beginning grading is offered in the 

course. All About Coins, which is not being offered at this year’s 
S ummer Sem i na r . 

The Summer Seminar classes are taught simultaneously and students 
may choose only one course to attend during the week. "However," says 
Bressett, "there is a certain amount of "cross- pollination" that goes 
on. Although a student spends the week in one class, through the 
sharing of ideas that goes on at the seminar they are able to get an 
overview of the other classes." Highl ighting the seminar week are the 
many impromptu evening "rap" sessions that take place between students 
and instructors, often until the wee hours of the morning. 

In addition to intensive classroom studies, field trips to the 
Denver Mint and to the old mining town of Cripple Creek wil I also be 
offered. These are free to participants in several of the classes and 
are available for a smal I charge to others. Late afternoon and 
evening tours to local attractions are also being arranged, including 
an exhilarating trip to the summit of Pikes Peak via the Cog Railway, 
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a tour of historic Manltou Springs, and a visit to Cave of the Winds 
and Seven Fa I Is under starlight. Graduation ceremonies will be held 
at the Flying W Ranch, whose specialties are a genuine chuckwagon meal 
and western comedy/music show. Fees for al I activities are nominal 
and include lunch or dinner in most cases.

Eminent scholar, researcher and renowned numismatist Eric Newman 
wil I speak at the Sum me r Seminar’s opening ceremonies Sunday, July 6. 
Considered by many to be one of the most knowledgeable numismatists in 
the country, Newman’s book The Early Paper Money Am.S.rJ.0.3 Is the 
definitive work on the subject. Appropriately, Newman will perform 
the ribbon cutting for the opening of the new exhibit, "Paper Money 
Extravaganza, Part II" in the Stack’s Gallery of the ANA museum. The 
exhibit opening, which features world paper money, will coincide with 
the Summer Seminar welcoming reception. Part I of the exhibit "Paper 
Money Extravaganza," has been on display since October 31 and features 
United States currency.

I am enclosing four Continental Currency Dollars, namely 1-A in copper, 
1-B in copper, 1-B in tin (unique) and 1-C in tin, as requested by Bowers 
and Merena. These are to be pictured, weighed, specific gravity taken 
and non-destructive metal content spectrographic analysis made. You 
do not have to issue authentication certificates to us unless you want 
to, but pictures and results we would welcome. Bowers and Merena want 
to pay for the project and should be sent detailed data. They already 
wrote you about it. 

If you have any questions, please let me know. This is an important 
piece of research and the findings should be fascinating. I have four 
other varieties which can be sent if anything mysterious shows up.

If this is true, they 
cannot be called pewter. 

The twin leaf edge design is common to all pieces. 

Please return the pieces in due course, but by Fall, as cold weather 
in transit could damage tin.

Dear Mr. Martin: 

Your letter of September 3, 1986 giving the weight and content of the 
four Continental dollars which we sent you is revolutionary to prior 
thinking. 

The first conclusion is that the normal pieces are pewter and not tin 
because the substantial mixture of tin and lead is properly called pewter 
as I understand it. Your designation of the brass pieces seems to be 
much more correct than the prior reference to such trials as copper. 

I would like to know the trace elements you feel remain from an old 
cleaning as I have no indication that they were ever cleaned. 

The question which I must ask specifically is whether the spectographic 
analysis was made on the surface or otherwise, and how many places on 
the coins were tested. 

I am so delighted with your findings that I would like everyone to consider 
whether all other pewter varieties which I have in my collection should 
be tested at an appropriate date. This is due to the substantial deviation 
in the percentages of tin and lead in the coins already tested. I wish 
to thank you for your cooperation and hope that the interesting results 
give all of us new insight to this unusual issue. 

The pictures will be appreciated when they arrive. I look forward to 
seeing you again in November of this year in St. Louis.

Thank you for your letter of September 9, 1986. 

I am pleased to find our testings may have produced a little 
controversy arid shaken some long standing suppositions. I would like 
to see more findings based on scientific data as apposed to century 
old theories. 

I must inject a word of caution about our test results. The electron 
beam penetrates to a depth of 1 micron. At this depth, surface 
contaminants may significant affect the results, we could be "exactly" 
wrong. The more areas in which the coin is tested, the greater the 
liKerincod that the data will reflect the true composition of the 
interior. Modern coins tend to have a good mix of the alloy, this may 
or may nor be the case with the Continental dollars. Again, testing 
in several areas would tend to increase our accuracy. The latest 
tests were conducted in the central areas of the coins two sides. I 
toe am concerned about the rather large difference in the metal 
content of the peuter coins. 

I would welcome more examples for your collection for further testing.
